composed body of an unknown man 
was found last night in the face of the 
North Star tunnel on Oddie mountain. 
Every indication 
g-oes to show that 


the man was murdered and that xob- 
..bery was the motive that promoted 
the dark crime. 
The inquest was held 


today and from the result It is learn- 
ed that the man had been dead for at 
least six months. 


On the body was found a money 


belt. 
It was empty and the had the 


appearances of having 
been 
rifled; 


nothing wasjEound in it. 
A poll pick 


was found close beside the body and 
this was probably used to commit the 
crime, for the skull was frightfully 
crushed in several places. 
The cloth- 


ing had been thoroughly riflecl and 
nothing by which the dead man could 


be identified could be found upon the 
body. 


These facts were brought out at the 


inquest held by Coroner Lindsay. Tihe 
verdict of the jury was that the man, 
whose name is unknown, came to his 
death in a manner unknown to the 
jury. 


The affair is clouded in the deepest 


mystery. 
It is Tbnopah's fast mys- 


teiy and many theories are advanced 
as to the cause. 
One is that the man 


was enticed here for the purpose of 
purchasing a mine. The murderers met 
him upon his arrival and on the pre- 
text of showing him over some mining 
property emticed him to the North 
Star tunnel. 
There they carried out 


their crime and after i-obbing the body 
left it buri'ed beneath the dirt and 
rocks.

TOO MUCH CONSERVATISM 


I HERB has been many and doubtless there will be more 


causes assigned for Parker's defeat, but with our 


lights and appreciation of public sentiment, and with our 
estimate of the national political conscience, we believe 
that Sir. Parker was defeated because he placed his trust 
with those -\viiose interest it was to betray it. For months 
and months before the convention, the press of the country 
agitated in favor of a conservative candidate, a safe and 
sane man, and safety and sanity as used in this connection, 
meant ignoring the thought and wishes and welfare of the 
many and pandering to the wishes and selSshness of the 


few. 


Mr. Parker's representatives in securing the nomina- 


tion—Hill, Belmont, Sheehan and a few others of the same 
stamp, were also agents for other things than Parker's 
nomination. They were the instrumentality through which 
the money power of the country was to gain the ear of the 
Democratic convention, and name a man it did not fear. 
Prior to the convention, while the convention was in ses- 
sion, and £or a number of weeks after the convention. 
Judge Parker was given to understand tihat if he would 
adopt the conservative role; if he would yield to the greab 
interests of the country, so-called; If he would say) no 
harsh words of the plans and policies by which the country 
is being governed today, as it has been governed for a 
number of years if he would haye no condemnation for 
the men who are really the law making1 and law enforc- 
ing body of the land, that money would flow into the cof- 
fers for election purposes and that the "great interests'" 
of th,e country would see to it that he was made the next 
president of the tepublic.

it was but a bait. 


By virtue of this scheme, Roosevelt too, was hood- 


winked. 
He was driven from the fearless position he 


occupied,and won to silence and recreancy. That was what 
the trusts and coiporations and moneyed interests' of the 
country had in vie\v. They did not want to elect Parker, 
but they did mean, to use him as a club with which to 
beat Roosevelt' into submission. 
As sloon as Roosevelt 


stifled his ambition to be in the foureground of the picture, 
gave ear to what they had to say, concealed his personal 
convictions, and became a pawn in the game, the money 
of the trusts went over to Roosevelt, and the end of Parker 
was in sig'ht. 


Too late Mr. Parker found that he had been used, and 


during the closing- days of the campaign he began to do 
that which he should have done immediately after his 
nomination, fight the trusts and powers that were making 
and enforcing the laws of the land. 


The Republican party is owned body and soul by the 


moneyed corporations of the country. 
Parker may not 


have known it at the start, but he did discover it later 
on, and found it out to his cost and rtihe cost of the Dem- 
ocracy. 
Apparently Mr. Parker believed that the only! 


short way to success of the Democratic party wag in fol- 
lowing in the wake of the Republican party, without ac- 
tually stepping in its footprints. From this time on he will 
know better. This campaign has been a bitter lesson, but 
in all probability, in the years to come, because of his 
willingness to concede what was demanded, he will be 
taken care of in a way that will leave him no room for 
regrets.
